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Fay Sentenced 
On 2 Counts 


Ordered To San Quentin For 
Jailbreaking, Burglary 
In Second Degree 


Robert Fay, escaped and recaptured 
county jail prisoner who had pleaded 
guilty to jailbreaking, burglary in the 
second degree and grand theft, was 
sentenced to San Quentin Prison for 
the term prescribed by law on two of 
the charges before Judge George H. 
Thompson Monday morning. 

The charge of grand theft was dis- 
missed on motion of the district at- 
torney who stated that there is a 
reasonable doubt as to the value of the 
property involved and that witnesses 
in the case are gone, moved from the 
state and their addresses are unknown. 

Fay was sentenced for jailbreaking 
and for burglary in the second degree. 

The term for jailbreaking is one to 
ten years and for burglary one to four- 
teen years. The court directed that the 
two sentences may run concurrently. 

Fay, who with two others fled the 
county; jail on September 29, 1936, was 
recaptured recently at St. Louis and 
returned to this county.

On the 
strength of these assurances, the board 
made the above tentative announce- 
ment and is awaiting official word from 
the PWA headquarters at Washington 
that the grant has been approved. 

A vote of the board established that 
the enlargement project, if the bond 
issue is approved, will be limited to the 
erection and equipment of the two 
new wings, one housing a gymnasium 
and additional shower rooms and toi- 
lets, and the other housing additional 
class rooms and cafeteria and lunch 
room quarters, which also will be avail- 
able for class room use. 

Following this decision, board mem- 
bers were advised by Architect Harry 
J. Devine that the total cost of build- 
ing and equipment will be approxi- 
mately $95,000. 

Board members then gave 
pledge that if the $95,000 bond issue to 
be submitted to the voters on July 26 is 
approved, they will sell only enough of 
the bonds to supply the county’s 55 per

tures of the Aztec Indians’ human sac- 
rifice to the sun. 

The pictures of the sacrifice — in 
which an Indian brave throws himself 


’ 


into a flaming pit—were taken by Dr. 


Townesnd during an educational sur- 
vey through Mexico with Dr. Edward 
E. Pickard. 

When Dr. Townsend and his com- 
panion reached Mexico, newspapers 
announced the approaching Aztec sac- 
rifice to the sun—which occurs every 
52 years—was to be made in Tehituan, 
Sonora. The two mentors decided to 
travel there and take pictures. 

According to Dr. Townsend .the Az- 
tec Indians believe the sun “wears out” 
every 52 years and requires the sacri- 
fice of a human being to continue to 


shine. 


Dr. Townsend said there are seven 
tribes of Aztec Indians remaining in 
Mexico and each tribe selects a candi- 
date for immolation in the flames. 

“In order to obtain movies ‘of the! 
sacrifice it was necessary for me to' 
awaken before dawn and conceal the 
camera in a cactus bush,” Townsend 
said. 

The seven selected warriors marched 
lin front of 25,000 to 30,000 persons as- 
sembled in a natural amphitheater to 
see the sacrifice. 

Bedecked in war paint and brandish- 
ing spears and clutching breastplates, 
the seven warriors stride majestically 
to the altar in the middle of the 
amphitheater. There they _ silently 
drew lots to determine the one to be 
sacrificed. As the remaining six who 
were to live raised their eyes heaven- 
ward, the selected one dived into the 
burning pit head-first.

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HUGHES LANDS 
AT PARIS 


Spans Atlantic Non-Stop In 
Less Than Half Time Set 
By Lindbergh In 1927 -

LE BOURGET AIRPORT, France, 


(W—Howard Hughes, American sports- 
man-aviator, landed his big two en- 
gined ‘scientific’ plane on Le Bourget 
field today, the second time in his- 
tory that the flight across the Atlantic 
to this airport has been made non- 
stop. 

Hughes made the trip in the phe- 
nomenal time of 16 hours and 38 min- 
utes, at an average speed of 218 miles 
an hour. 

He more than cut in half the time of 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, who made 
the first and only solo flight from New 
York to Paris in 1927. 

Lindbergh did it in 3314 hours, fly- 
ing a single engined Ryan monoplane. 

The Hughes plane, which probably , 
will continue eastward on an around 
the world flight back to New York, 
left New York at 7:20 p. m. EDT Sun- 
day and arrived here at 11:51 a. m. 
EDT,, of 4:58 p. m. Paris time. 

Hughes was five hours ahead of the 
schedule he had set. He came through 
bad weather over the Atlantic and the 
eastern coast of Europe, flying by radio 
beam through rain and low hanging 
clouds. 

However, he had favorable winds af- 
ter leaving midocean and sped directly 
from the Irish coast to France via 
Cherbourg. He was not sighted from 
the ground after crossing the coast 
until the big plane appeared over this 
field just outside Paris. 

Hughes hoped to take off for Mos- 
cow before dark on his trip around 
the world. He ordered the oil emptied 
and renewed, because he experienced 
some oil pump trouble in midocean.

Informally, school officials pointed 
out that the need for enlargement of 
the school facilities had been so press- 
ing that in its desire to “get some- |

applied to the PWA for the other 45 

er cent, which explains the $77,781 
PWA allocation. 

Although board members had no of-

government. | 

In support of the bond issue whicn |
